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prime Parent might be of a fliape very differing from what the off- 
ering, after a little while, by reafon of the fubftance they feed on, or 
the Region (as'twere) they inha bite 5 yet perhaps even oneofthefe 
alter’d progeny, wandering again from its native foil, and lighting on by 
chance the lame place from whence its prime Parent came, and there fet- 
tling, and planting, may produce a generation of Mites of the fame 
fliapes and properties with the firft wandring Mire: And from fomefucli 
accidents asthefe, I am very apt to think, the moft forts of Animals, ge- 
nerally accounted fpontancous , have their origination , and all thole va- 
rious forts of Mites, that are to be met with up and down in divers pu~ 
trifying fubftances, may perhaps be all of the fame kind, and havefprung 
from one and the fame fort of Mites at the firlh

round, white Cobweb, as twere, about the bignels of a Pea,which 
(ticks very clofe and fall to the flocks of Vines nayl’d againft a warm 
wall : being attentively viewed, they feem cover d, upon the upper fide 
of them, with a fmall husk, not unlike the fcale, or {bell of a Wood- 
loufe or Hog-loufe , a fmall Infed ufually found about rotten wood 
which upon touching prefently rouls it felf into the form of a pepper- 
cotn : Separating feveral of thefe from the ftotk , I found them, with 
my icrofcopc , to confift of a Ihell, which now feemed more likely to be 
thehulk of one of thefe Infers, And the fur feem'd a kind of cobweb 

the midfi- of fma11 laments, or fleaves of cobwebs. In 

the midft ofthis, if they were not hatch’d, and runaway before, the time 
of which hatching was ufually about the latter end of June, orbegin- 
ning of July , I have often found abundance of fmall brown Eggs fuch
